REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Beckman fails 
to disclose the claimed device for producing and making ready for dispatching 
cardboard boxes, including: the portal robot comprises an upright load-bearing column, 
which is displaceable in a direction transverse to the transporting direction of the boxes 
in the region of the palleting station, the load-bearing column is displaceable on a lower 
carrying beam and an upper carrying beam, which are disposed laterally offset adjacent 
to the region of the box receptacle and the pallet to be loaded, and a transverse 
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carrying arm is movable up and down on the load-bearing column, and a lifting head 
travels on the transverse carrying arm along its longitudinal direction.
